Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The unpredictability of the 103 rejection was discussed. The 
reference of Wagner et al was discussed as it provided evidence that it was known at the time of filing that MutS does 
bind triplex formations. Applicants representative discussed that it was difficult to have all the embodiments (mutS, 
RecA, etc) working together however since there is evidence in the prior art that this was not unpredictable it would be 
obvious to use RecA and MutS together. It was suggested to applicant to amend the claims to further define the 
invention or the preferred embodiment but the response that binding of MutS to a triplex was unpredictable is not 
persuasive in light of the teachings by Wagner et al (6120992, page 9 of the office action mailed 7/26/2006). 
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
